Satcrpay.—" Extra days” at Tattersall's—for the purpose of settling—are 
unusual at this early period of the racing season;. nor would this day have 
Benya. an exception but for the fact of two important mectings like Doncaster 

ring and the Grand Military and Rughy Hunt; commencing on Monday, 

embers begun to arrive early ih the afternoon, and each in turn proceeded 
to pay and receive.

ENGLAND V. AUSTRALIA. 


_ The arrival of the Australian mail, with Melbourne dates up t6 the 26th of 
January, enablés us to give the scores of the first five matches played by the 
English cricketers in Australia, who, it ap ears, were very popular with, and 
were feted by, all classes of Australians. he general opinion of “Our Twelve" 
appears to be that they were less brilllaut in the fleld, but superior batsmen to 
the Twelve that visited Australia two years back; and the especial favourites 
were Lockyer for his wicket-keeping—(in the flye matches Lockyer stumped 
27, and canght out 9)—and Hayward and Carpenter for their batting. Hay- 
ward, in the first match, wag (from a'sharply thrown-in ball) strack severely 
on the forehead, but continued his batting. Uaaree Parr, in the same match, 
had one of his flnger-naila nearly torn off when flelding the ball, and at Sand- 
hurst was severely attacked by erysipclas, but was nearly well when the mail 
left, Mr. Grace was suffering from a recent whitlow on his finger; and in the 
Ballarat match Carpenter received a blow on the hand that compelled him to 
leave off batting in that match. The Englishmen won four matches easily; 
ps the other, which was drawn, was virtually a win, being so much in their 
avour. 
_ THE ENGLISH ELEVEN v. TWENTY-TWO OF VICTORIA. 

This was the first match, played at Melbourne on the Ist, 2nd, 4th, and Sth 
of January. Upwards of 40,000 people paid for admission during the match, 
The weather was beautiful, the grand stand and. tents were crowded; but the 
Governor was absent owing to indisposition, The Eleven won the choice, and 
put the Twenty-two in. The England bowling was commenced by Hayward 
and Jackson. Lockyer kept wicket, easels point, Tarrant long stop, Mr. 
Grace and Tinley long leg, Ceasar short leg, Parr short slip, Anderson third 
man, and Caffyn mid-wicket. Clarke stood umpire. When the Englishmen 
began batting, Cmsar, Tarrant, and Tinley were all three down for 16 runs; 
Hayward and Carpenter then got together, stayed 4} hours at the wickets, and 
bronght the score from 16 to 188, the Australian bowling being so good that at 
one time 13 overs were bowled for 2 runs. The following was the score when 
the stumps were finally drawn at six o'clock on the fourth day, England

‘Canterbury, returning to Melbourne about the end of February. It is proposed, 
on their return—say on March 3,4, and 5—to playa match composed of two 
elevens on the Melbourne Club's ground, the Engliskmen dividing themselves.

That such is the caso‘is plainly 
established by the substantial fact that fn the four days over which the match 
was protracted 41,000 persons paid at thé gate for admission, while many addi- 
tional thousands looked on from the placesof vantage outside the ground, The 
Grand Stand, which hes seating capacity for 3,500 persons, was crowded on 
the opening day, and nunisrously attended on each subsequent one, a vory 
large proportion of the spectators hae of the gentler sex. Weather mero 
favourable to the object of the re-unionit would he impossible to desire than was 
experienced throughout, the heat of the sun's rays being pleasantly and re- 
freshingly tempered by light but continuous breezes from the south. As to the 
condition of the ground, the English cricketers themselves pronounced it 
almoet perfect, being far superior to that of Lord’s, and little inferior to that 
of the Oval. ‘The tate for the picturesque was amply gratifled by the beauti- 
ful scane presented by the ground, and the animated circle which environed it, 
the whole surrounded by broad belts of forest trees springing up, as it were, 
from a carpet of bright green, brighter this year than it has ever been known 
tobe. Aspecial feature of the gathering was the orderly conduct of the im- 
mense crowd; for, as was well remarked by Parr after lunch on the third 
day, the police had a complete sinectre, notwithstanding unusual provoca- 
tions to, and excuses for thirst offered by the summer weather, and the 
facilities for indulging the taste for spirituous simples and compounds.

Sin,—That your corresponpent “ Cricketer,” holds views on Cricketing mat- 
ters ‘that are scarcely tenable” is an opinion shared in by more of your 
readers, than either “C. W.B." or the clab of which he isa member. In 
“Oricketer’s ” article of Saturday last he writes of Carpenter, and declares 
him to be the “ mainstay of his shire." A few lines before he expresses this 
opinion, he declares that for an all-round cricketer, ha would prefer Hayward 
toany other man, Now, sir, do you not think your correspondent must be 
here most inconsistent seeing they belong to the same county? 

- Again, in speaking of the former he says “to say that he has the graceful- 
ness and ease which distinguished Richard Daft, or Jupp, or his celebrated 
compeer, Robert Carpenter, is a pores absurdity,” &e. Surely this is too 
much, especially when Jnpp is take in. To write that it is absurd to speak 
of Hayward’s batting as baing distinguished by the gracefalness and ease Of 
Jupp's is, in my opition, itself the very height of absurdity. I neither wish to 
disparage Jupp, nor to add to Hayward’s reputation by the disparagement of 
any other, but why does “Cricketer” say that Jupp is considered by some to 
be the best bat in existence, and why does he himself 80 much favour this 
opinion? That Jupp is a first-rate batsman no one can gainsay, neither can 
any one point to a more promising cricketer than he, but it cannot be on Ais 
merits that he is placed so highly conspicuous by your correspondent, although 
they are undoubtedly of a very high order, 

It seems to me to be “Cricketer’s" aim to set public opinion at defiance, 
and to regard himself as, as {nfallible as Pio Nono. He utterly casts down 
Hayward ; he. severely condemns Grace. All good judges of cricket would 
place Hayward and Carpenter as on a par, certainly they would place tho 
former 23 Well as the latter In a higher rank than Jupp. 

A word on ‘OC, W. 5s” letter. think he goes too far in regarding Mr. 
Grace 9% the best batwe have. He over-astimates, whilst Cricketer” seems 
to undervalue that gentleman's powers. I think you will find the correct

CANINE FANCY. 
RATTING SPORTS IN CONNECTION WITH THEIR 
IMPORTANCE, 

THERE are many amongst our thousands of patrons who 
from time to time either read or hear of “ Canine Fancy,” 
as it is termed, and as ratting sports are now the principal 
contests in which dogs of a certain breed are matched to 
try their courage and endurance, more especially since 
dog fights and bull baits have been declared illegal, a few 
details of how such trials are carried out may not be un- 
interesting to those not acquainted with such matters, “The 
event in question took place at the Blue Boar's Head, 
Long Acre,-on the occasion of the proprietors, Messrs. 
Tupper and Mansfield, giving a silver medal to be ratted 
for; the conditions being that the entries be free, and 
each dog s0 entered shonld destroy as many rats as he 
or she should weigh, or, in the technical term used, “rats 
for pounds. The pit, fully shown in our engraving, is 
the first of its kind ever erected, and Bill Tupper boasts, 
and with justice too, that he was the first to improve 
upon the old tub-like one previously in use, and 
bring out a ‘“wire-pit,” erected. on a stage, by 
which the spectators are enabled to obtain a good view. 
Not the least interesting part of the ceremony to any one 
who had never witnessed such sport, was the fearless 
and business-like manner in which’ “Ratt yas Frank 
Johnson is termed, the man who pitted the rats, took 
them out of the cages one by one, just as he would 
kittans or puppies, and it was astonishing that he 
was not bitten. Next came the weighing of the dogs— 
Mr, Tupper’s Bantam was first “steelyarded,” and, being 
12}1b, it had to kill 12 rats, which the animal suceeeded in 
pr) ew in 1 min, 88 sec., and odds were freely 
offered against Bantam’s chance. Next came Mr, Picker- 
ing’s Lucy ® smart, active littl animal, who, being just 
over the 1igibyhad alyo to kill 12 rats, as the rule is a 
quarter under or over the halfpound, termed “nick,” 
entails a penalty of an extra-rat, or vice versay Lusy 
occupied 1 min, 33 sec., just topping Mr, Tupper's dog by 
five seconds, Mr. Newton's Tartar was next Shep and 
“fatty,” by some chance or other, seemed accidentally to 
bring out 15 bonsors, so Mr. Tartar found his number of 
squeakers real Tartars to him, for he occupied full 
three minutes and more in his part of the per. 
formance, Mr, Booker's Cribb was as fat as a pig, 
and had to kill 18 rats as a penalty for his 
want of ubstemiousness, and oecupied just two minutos 
in completing his task. Mr. Manstloid's Daisey was the 
last competitor, and was evidently the favourite, for odds 
were freely offered, a little quiet chaff being exchanged 
between the twin-hosts of the celebrated Blue Pig. How- 
ever, Charley Mansfleld had the best of it in the end, for 
Little Daisey went at it with a will; just a shade over 
the 154lb, she had 16 of the vermin allotted as her task, 
which she accomplished in one minute and nineteen 
seconds and a half, and thus won the medal. Mr. John 
Auckland acted as the time-keeper and referee, to whose 
decixions not a murmer was uttered. He is one of our 
most noted fanciers, and owner of most valuable animals, 
one or two Hkenegses of which wa intend to give in our 
columns ag opportunity may serve.
